Flood That Followed Done $3,500,000 
Damage in South Carolina. 


MANY 
BUILDINGS 
DESTROYED 


tuddsn 
and 
Unprecedented 
Flood 


Pours Down Upon Textile Village, 


Carrying Away Factories, Dwellings 


and Church. 
Spartansburg, S. C., June 8.—A tor- 
fential rainstorm, followed by a cloud- 
burst, visited this region, resulting in 
a general destruction of life and prop- 
erty. 
The 
greatest destruction oc- 
curred at the Pacolet and Clifton and 
Qlendale cotton mills. Fifty-eight per- 
sons were drowned and the financial 
damage is estimated at $3,500,000. 


Five hundred peoplo are homeless 
and 4,000 are thrown out of employ- 
ment. 


At Clifton alone 100 operatives are 
missing from the village and all are 
believed to have been lost. Many dead 
bodies were washed ashore here and 
there, and occasionally 
a 
dismem- 
bered limb would float to the banks. 


At Converse 13 dead are reported 
and 41 at Clifton No. £. 
At Clifton 
No. 2 26 homes were destroyed, 13 at 
Clifton No. 1 and 20 at Clifton No. 8. 


The loss at Clifton's three mills will 
approximate $2,000,000. At Pacolet the 
loss is nearly $1,000,000. 
The great- 
est want among the survivors is at 
Clifton, where 500 are destitute. 


At Converse mills, the newest of 
Clifton's cluster, the walls were all 
washed away and the looms left stand- 
ing. 
The engine bricks were carried 
throe miles down stream, demolishing 
the operatives' houses on the way^ 


There were many thrilling rescues 
from trees and houses. 
B. S. Johnson 
lost his wife and all his children, as 
did R. A. Finley and J. D. Owens. 


Following is a summary of the dam- 
age to tho cotton mills: Pacolet Nos. 1 
and 2. totally destroyed; Pacolet No. 3, 
badly damanged; these mills operated 
00,000 spindles and 2,200 looms; Clif- 
ton No. a mill, at Converse, 51.000 
spindles, 
totally 
destroyed; 
Dexter 
mills, 30,000 spindles, half destroyed; 
Clifton mills, 27,500 spindles, half de- 
stroyed; Glendale mills, badly dam- 
aged; Pacolet warehouse was totally 
destroyed, and 3,500 bales of cotton 
and 4,000 bales of yarn were swept 
down stream. 
At Pacolet a Presby- 
terian church, hotel and a number of 
mill cottages were entirely destroyed. 


The flood was due to a mighty cloud- 
burst along the headwaters of 
the 
Pacolet river in Polk 
county, 
this 
state. 
The crest of the flood when it 
reached Pacolet was 60 feet high. The 
mills were located along the banks of 
the stream in a deep valley, high hills 
rising on either side, and caught the 
full force of the flood, mills and houses 
being swept away. 


War Department Will Give Relief. 
Washington, June 8. — Absolutely 
necessary relief In the way of rations, 
medicines, etc., will be given by the 
war department to the sufferers by the 
disastrous floods in South 
Carolina. 
An appeal to Secretary Root from the 
local authorities resulted In orders be- 
ing given to General Chaffee, com- 
manding the department of tho east, 
to this effect. 
He will authorize an 
offlcor to proceed north from Atlanta 
•with sufficient supplies to relieve im- 
mediate iecessltles, as was dune In the 
case of the sulTerers by the Gaines- 
ville, Ga., catastrophe. 


FLOOD AT ITS WORST 


Thirty'flve Dead and 25,000 Homeless 
In VIcinIt/ of S t Louis. 


S t Louis, June 9.—So great an ex- 
tent of territory Is covered by the 
flood, so constantly changing are the 
conditions as the water creeps higher 
and renders tho situation the 
more 
chaotic, and so unreliable are the var- 
ious rumors of the devastation that a 
substantial summary of the losses of 
lives and property cannot be obtained, 
but Information from apparently the 
most reliable sources showed the situ- 
ation to be as follows: 


Klver stage 37.5 feet, stationary. 
Thirty-live lives known to have been 
lost. 


Over 200,000 acres of rich farming 
lands under water. 


All of Venice and the greater parts

In East S t Louis, oh proclamation 
of Mayor Cook, business is Suspended, 
th« saloons are closed and everybody 
is at work on the levees in a desper- 
ate effort to save the city, which is 
from one to four Inches below

up 
against the embankment 
A hastily 
constructed 
lovee of 
sandbags 
and 
mud Is all that stands between thd 
city and almost complete submersion. 
If the leveo gives way all the main 
part of the city will be quickly flooded 
and not a street In the business sec- 
tion will be left out of water. 
The 
relay station Is now surrounded 
by 
water. 


Reliel boats were sent to Venice, 
111., which is completely flooded as a 
result of the break in the levee just 
south of the Merchants' bridge. 
Only 
tho roofs of houses are visible and 
the 500 inhabitants are humelp.ss. 


When thi 
Venice levee burst the 
current swept northward to the ter- 
minal yards. 
The citizens had barely 


time to leave their homes. 
One wo- 
man who lived close to tho river put 
her three children in a wasbtub and 
waded through the waters, which kept 
increasing. 
They escaped. 


John 
Arnold, 
who 
escaped 
from 
North Venice, brought the report that 
a house containing 13 occupants was 
swept 
away and all were 
drowned. 
Klver thieves are looting the various 
houses. 


The climax of the flood came by 
the breaking of a levee near Granite 
City. 
A wall of water six feet high 
rushed down upon Madison, sweeping 
houses from their 
foundations 
and 
drowning 15 refugees who were vainly 
fleeing for their lives. The report was 
current that 15 workmen In the S t 
Louis car and foundry works had been 
drowned, but later it was found that, 
while seven employes had lost their 
lives, 13 others—men, women and chil- 
dren—had perished. 
Hundreds of per- 
sons were forced to the roofs of their 
floating houses and an appeal was sent 
to S t Louis for assistance. 


For the balance of the day and into 
the night the work of rescuing refu- 
gees from floating bousea, tree tops 
and 
various 
high places 
proceeded, 
and. there being no place to take them 
nearer than St. Louis, they ar'e pour- 
ing into the city by hundreds, wot, 
hungry and dispirited.

Altoona, Pa., June 9.—President Pat- 
rick Gllday, of the Central Pennsylva* 
nla bituminous coal fleld, charges the 
Webster Coal and Coke Company with 
violating the provisions of the Altoona 
scale, and declares that the scale must 
be fully compiled with In 10 days or 
every plant owned and operated by 
that company will be ordered closed. 


The Webster Company employs 10,- 
000 miners and is the largest concern 
in Central Pennsylvania. Thomas Wat- 
kins, member of the anthracite arbitra- 
tion commission, Is vice president and 
the aominant stockholder. 
President 
Gilday saya that at the big Ben Creek 
properties the cuttiTs are getting 30 
cents a day below the scale; that tho 
company has v^ridened the differential 
that at Gallitzin one-half cent a ton 
and is not complying with the check-off 
clau.se. Tho company's representatives 
refuse to meet the Miners Union ofll* 
clals to adjust tho differences.

London. June 10.—The rumored re- 
signation of Colonial Secretary Cham- 
berlain is the most startling develop- 
ment of the proiKJsal of the chancellor 
of the exchequer, Mr. Ritchie, to abol- 
ish the corn tax, the debate on which 
kept the house of commons packed 
and spellbound until midnight 
Even 
If 
Premier Dalfour 
persuades 
Mr. 
Chamberlain to remain in the cabinet 
the colonial 
secretary's preferential 
tariff program Is hopelessly snowed un- 
der and his Influence as a political 
power In Great Britain at least tvjm- 
porarlly eclipsed. 


All the members of the government 
who contributed to the debate vigor- 
ously 
declared 
themselves as free 
traders and frankly opposed Mr. Cham- 
berlain's proposals. 
Except for Mr. 
Chaplin, not a voice on either side of 
the iiouse was raised in effective sup- 
port of Mr. Chamberlain's campaign. 
Former members of the cabinet and 
private members, irrespective of par- 
ty, protested 
against any dickering 
with Great Britain's fiscal policy. Tho 
Unionists vied with the Liberals in 
declaring themselves out and out free 
traders. 
All that was lacking in the 
complete rout of 
the 
protectionist 
cabinet minister was Mr. Balfour's of- 
ficial pronouncement, as premier, and 
on behalf of the government that the 
cabinet as a whole refused to adopt 
Mr, Chamberlain's views. 
Both 
the 
pronouncement and the premier were 
absent from the debate, because, ac- 
cording to report, Mr. Balfour was 
ependlng the evening endeavoring to 
persuade tho colonial secretary to re- 
main In the cabinet, notwithstanding 
his differences with his colleagues. 


Upoi? the resumption of the debate 
Mr. Chaplin's amendment to the bud- 
get bill, which Is the cause of this 
sensational 
political 
crisis, will be 
taken up. 
Sir Henry Campbell Ban- 
nerman will demand the right of tho 
Liberals to know the premier's atti- 
tude towards free trade before they 
support him In the repeal of the corn 
tax. 
Mr. Balfour will reply, and Mr. 
Chamberlain Is also expected to speak. 
There are many members who believe 
that Premier Balfour will also resign 
and that a dissolution of the house Is 
involved, but these rumors lack con- 
firmation, 
the best opinion being that 
a solution of the crisis will be arrived 
at by Mr. Chamberlain's 
resignation 
or by an open declaration that he Is 
'Willing to drop for the present his 
preferential tariff proposals, 


James Bryce, Liberal, followed, de- 
claring that tho reference to the Unit- 
ed States by Mr. Chamberlain and oth- 
er speakers in support of the protec- 
tionist argument was quite eironoous, 
as American prosperity was due great- 
ly to the cheapn.iss of food under a 
system by which free trade prevailed 
hetv/een all the great states compos- 
ing the American nation. The colonial 
secretary's Idea, said 
the 
speaker, 
•would 
disintegrate the empire 
and 
produce a network of protective tar- 
iffs such as that in which America 
was now enmeshed. 


Then came another sensation, when* 
the Hon. Arthur Elliot, the 
financial 
secretary of the treasury, replying on 
behalf 
of 
the 
government to Mr, 
Bryce's Inquiries, made a bitter at- 
tack on protectionists and preiereiitial 
taPilT^. He decLired that the 
financial 
policy of the government was clcaily 
exhibited by Its decision to revoke the 
corn tax, which savored of proiectioo. 


This direct attack on Mr. Chamber- 
lain by a member of the government, 
who, it is believed, must have' spoken 
with authority, elicited loud cheers, 
and is considered even more important 
than Mr. Ritchie's denunciation, as in- 
dicating that the majority Jn toe cab- 
inet Is overwhelmingly opposed to any 
syitem of preferential trade.

MANY 
BUILDINGS 
DESTROYED 


Sudd«n 
and 
Unprecedented 
Flood 
Pour« Down Upon Textile Village, 


Carrying Away Factorie*« Dwclllngt 


and Church. 
Spartansburg, S. C., June 8.—A tor- 
fential rainstorm, followed by a cloud* 
burst, visltpd this region, resulting in 
fc general destruction of life and prop* 
erty. 
The 
greatest destruction oc­ 
curred at the Pacolet and Clifton and 
Qlendale cotton mills. Fifty-eight per­ 
sons were drowned and the flnanclal 
damage is estimated at |3,500,000. 
FiTe hundred people are homeless 
and 4,000 are thrown out of employ­ 
ment. 
At Clifton alone 100 operatives are 
mitslng from the village and all are 
believed to have been lost. Many dead 
bodies were washed ashore here and 
there, and occasionally 
a 
dismem­ 
bered limb would float to the banks. 
At Converse 13 dead are reported 
and 41 at Clifton No. t. 
At Clifton 
No. 2 26 homes were destroyed, 13 at 
Clifton No. 1 and 20 at Clifton No. S. 
The loss at Clifton’s three mills will 
approximate $2,000,000. At Pacolet the 
loss is nearly |1,000,000. 
The great­ 
est want among the survivors is at 
Cliftou, where 500 are destitute. 
At Converse mills, the newest of 
Clifton's cluster, the walls were all 
washed away and the looms left stand­ 
ing. The engine bricks were carried 
thfoe miles down stream, demolishing 
the operatives’ houses on the way^ 
There were many thrilling rescues, 
from trees and houses. B. S. Johnson 
lost his wife and all bis children, as 
did R. A. Finley and J. D. Owens. 
Following is a summary of the dam­ 
age to the cotton mills: Pacolet Nos. 1 
and 2, totally destroyed; Pacolet No. 3, 
badly damanged; these mills operated 
<50,000 spindles and 2,200 looms; Clif­ 
tou No. 8 mill, at Converse, 51,000 
spindles, totally destroyed; 
Dexter 
mills, 30,000 spindles, half destroyed; 
Clifton mills, 27,500 spindles, half de­ 
stroyed; Glendale mills, badly dam­ 
aged; Pacolet warehouse wag totally 
destroyed, and 3,500 bales of cotton 
and 4,000 bales of yarn were swept 
down stream. 
At Pacolet a Presby­ 
terian church, hotel and a number of 
mill cottages were entirely destroyed. 
The flood was due to a mighty cloud­ 
burst along the headwaters of the 
Pacolet river in Polk 
county, this 
state. The crest of the flood when it 
reached Pacolet was 60 feet high. The 
mills were located along the banks of 
the stream in a deep valley, high hills 
rising on either side, and caught the 
full force of the flood, mills and houses 
being swept away. 


War Department Will Give Relief. 
Washington, June 8. — Absolutely 
necesaary relief In the way of rations, 
medicines, etc., will be given by the 
war department to the sufferers by the 
disastrous floods in South Carolina. 
An appeal to Secretary Root from the 
local authorities resulted in orders be­ 
ing given to General Chaffee, com­ 
manding the department of the east, 
to this effect. 
He will authorize an 
officer to proceed north from Atlanta 
with sulficlent supplies to relieve im­ 
mediate iecussitlea, as was dune in the 
case of the sulfurers by the Gaines­ 
ville, Ga., catastrophe. 


FLOOD AT ITS WORST 


Entire property loss estimated tit 
18,000.000. 
In East St. Louis, oh proclamation 
of Mayor Cook, business Is Suspended, 
the saloons are closed and everybody 
is at work on the levees In a desper­ 
ate effort to save the city, which is 
from one to four Inches below the 
level of the water that presses up 
against the embankment. 
A hastily 
constructed lovce of sandb.igs and 
mud Is all that stands between the 
city and almost complete submersion. 
If the levee gives way all the main 
part of the city will be quickly flooded 
and not a street In the business sec­ 
tion will be left out of water. 
The 
relay station is now surrounded by 
water. 
Relief boats were sent to Venice, 
111., which is completely flooded as a 
result of the break in the levee just 
south of the Merchants’ bridge. Only 
tho roofs of houses are visible and 
the 500 inhabitants are homeless. 
When th< Venice levee burst the 
current swept northward to the ter­ 
minal yards. The citizens had barely 
time to leave tkelr homes. 
One wo­ 
man who lived close to tho river put 
her three children in a washtub and 
waded through the waters, which kept 
increasing. 
They escaped. 
John Arnold, who escaped from 
North Venice, brought the report that 
a house containing 12 occupants was 
swept away and all were drowned. 
River thieves are looting the various 
houses. 
The climax of the flood came by 
the breaking of a levee near Granite 
City. 
A wall of water six feet high 
rushed down upon Madison, sweeping 
houses from their foundations and 
drowning 15 refugees who were vainly 
fleeing for their lives. The report was 
xurrent that 15 workmen in the St. 
Louis car and foundry works had been 
drowned, but later it was found that, 
while seven employes had lost their 
lives, 13 others—men, women and chil­ 
dren—had perished. Hundreds of per* 
sons were forced to the roofs of their 
floating houses and an appeal was sent 
to St. Louis for assistance. 
For the balance of the day and into 
the night the work of rescuing refu­ 
gees from floating housen, tree tops 
and various high places proceeded, 
and, there being no place to take them 
nearer than St. Louis, they arte pour­ 
ing into the city by hundreds, wet, 
hungry and dispirited. 


Tlilrty-flve Dead and 25,000 Homeless

St. Louis, June 9.—So great an ex­ 
tent of territory is covered by the 
flood, so constantly changing are the 
conditions as the water creeps higher 
and renders tho situation the more 
chaotic, and so unreliable are the var­ 
ious rumors of the devastation that a 
Bubetantial summary of the losses of 
lives and property cannot be obtained, 
but information from apparently the 
roost reliable sources showed the situ­ 
ation to be as follows:

London, June 10.—The rumored re- 
eignatlon of Colonial Secretary Cham­ 
berlain is the most startling develop­ 
ment of the projKtsal of the chancellor 
of the exchequer, Mr. Ritchie, to abol­ 
ish the corn tax, tho debate on which 
kept the house of commons packed 
and spellbound until midnight.

Premier Balfour 
persuades Mr. 
Chamberlain to remain in the cabinet 
the colonial 
secretary’s preferential 
tariff program Is hopelessly snowed un­ 
der and his Influence as a political 
power in Great Britain at least tvsai- 
porarily eclipsed. 
All the members of the government 
who contributed to the debate vigor­ 
ously 
declared 
themselves as free 
traders and frankly opposed Mr. Cham­ 
berlain’s proposals. 
Except for Mr. 
Chaplin, not a voice on either side of 
the house was raised in effective sup­ 
port of Mr. Chamberlain’s campaign. 
Former members of the cabinet and 
private members, irrespective of par­ 
ty, protested 
against any dickering 
with Great Britain’s fiscal policy. Tho 
Unionists vied with the Liberals in 
declaring themselves out and out free 
traders. All that was lacking In the 
complete rout of 
the 
protectionist 
cabinet minister was Mr. Balfour’s of­ 
ficial pronouncement, as premier, and 
on behalf of the government that the 
cabinet as a whole refused to adopt 
Mr. Chamberlain’s views. 
Both the 
pronouncement and the premier were 
absent from the debate, because, ac­ 
cording to report, Mr. Balfour was 
spending the evening endeavoring to 
persuade the colonial secretary to re­ 
main in the cabinet, notwithstanding 
his differences with his colleagues. 
Upoi> the resumption of the debate 
Mr. Chaplin’s amendment to the bud­ 
get bill, which is the cause of this 
sensational 
political 
crisis, will be 
taken up. 
Sir Henry Campbell Ban- 
nerman will demand the right of tho 
Liberals to know the premier’s atti­ 
tude towards free trade before they 
support him in the repeal of the corn 
tax. 
Mr. Balfour will reply, and Mr. 
Chamberlain Is also expected to speak. 
There are many members who believe 
that Premier Balfour will also resign 
and that a dissolution of the house is 
involved, but these rumors lack con­ 
firmation, the best opinion being that 
a solution of the crisis will be arrived 
at by Mr, Chamberlain's resignation 
or by an open declaration that he is 
'Willing to drop for the present his 
preferential tariff proposals, 
James Bryce, Liberal, followed, de­ 
claring that tho reference to the Unit­ 
ed States by Mr. Chamberlain and oth­ 
er speakers in support of the protec- 
I tlonist argument was quite el-roneous, 
as American prosperity was due great­ 
ly to the cheapn.iss of food under a 
Byetem by which free trade prevailed 
betv/een all the great states compos­ 
ing the American nation. The colonial 
secretary's idea, said

disintegrate the empire and 
produce a network of protective tar­ 
iffs such as that in which America 
was now enmeshed. 
Then came another sensation, whcD* 
the Hon. Arthup Elliot, the flnanclal 
secretary of the treasury, replying on

Bryce’M Inquiries, made a bitter at­ 
tack on protectionists and preierentlal 
taPlffi. He declared that the flnanclal 
policy of the government was dearly 
exhibited by its decision to revoke the 
corn tax, which savored of protection. 
This direct attack on Mr. Chamber­ 
lain by a member of the government, 
who, it is believed, must havC' spoken 
with authority, elicited loud cheers, 
and Is considered even more Important 
than Mr. Ritchie’s denunciation, as in­ 
dicating that tlie majority Jn toe cab­ 
inet is overwhelmingly opposed to any 
system of preferential trade.

RAILWAYS. 


Vh«y Wontd Girdle the KaHh Elctit 
Timet mi tke Equator* 


It has occurred to the Booklover's 
Magazine to calculate, among other 
things about our American railways, 
that "on an average a passenger trav- 
els three and a half millions of miles 
before he is injured and sixty-one and 
a half millions of miles before he 1« 
killed. 
The average traveler could 
Journey sixty miles an hour, twenty- 
four hours a day, three hundred and 
sixty-five days in the year for 120 years 
before, according to the law of prob- 
abilities, he would be killed In an 
accident on an American railway." 


In view of the lamentable yearly re- 
turns of railway wrecks, the comfort 
in these calculations is largely theorell- 
cal, where It Is not confined to the 
accident-insurance companies. 


Others of the magazine's items are 
more impressive. 


The 200.000 miles of railways in the 
United States would girdle the earth 
eight times at the equator. 


There are two miles of railroad in 
this Republic for every three in the 
rest of America, Europe, Asia, Africa 
and Australasia combined.

ABOUT AMERICAN RAILWAYS. 
n»*7 Woatd Girdle tbe K»rth KlgM 
Timei At tk* Kquator. 
It has occurred to the Booklovcr’s 
Magazine to calculate, among other 
things about our American railways, 
that “on an averoge a passenger trav­ 
els three nnd a half millions of miles 
before he is Injured and sixty-one nnd 
a half millions of miles before be is 
killed. 
Tbe average traveler could 
Journey sixty miles an hour, twenty- 
four hours a day, three hundred and 
sixty-five days In the year for 120 years 
before, according to the law of prob­ 
abilities, he would be killed in an 
accident on an American railway.” 
In view of the lamentable yearly re­ 
turns of railway wrecks, the comfort 
in these calculations Is largely theoreti­ 
cal, where It Is not confined to the 
accldent-lnsurance companies. 
Others of the magazine’s items arc 
more impressive. 
The 200,000 miles of railways in the 
United States would girdle the earth 
eight times at the equator. 
There are two miles of railroad in 
this Republic for every three In the 
rest of America, Europe, Asia, Africa 
and Australasia combined. 
The United States has six times as 
great a railway system, in mileage, as 
Germany or Russia, seven times as 
great as the United Kingdom or Aus- 
tria-Hungary, tVenty times as great 
as Italy, twenty-three times as great 
as Spain. 
Tbe present capital of American 
railroads, including stocks, bonds and 
floating indebtedness amounts to about 
$12,000,000,000—about $150 per capita 
of population or $750 per family. 
Tbe average citizen made eight rail* 
way trips In 1901 and pays about $22 
per year in fares. 
The railways of the country em­ 
ployed In 1901 an average of 1,071,000, 
representing about 5,000,000 persons, 
or one-fifteenth of the population. 
Wages of these employes for 1901 
amounted to $010,000,000—more than 
half the operating expenses of the 
roads—and averaged, roughly, $570 per 
man.

The late surveys of the English coast 
show a loss of land of forty thousand 
acres since 1807, although in some 
places, os at New Romney, the solid 
ground has been pushed out two miles 
or more in the sen. 


There are now ninety-seven rice mills 
in Burma alone, nnd fifty-eight saw 
mills. 
They are gradually being ex- 
I tended by the Burmese themselves 
throughout the province. They cheapen 
timber for building purposes, and rice, 
the staple food of the country, besides 
giving remunerative emploj'ment to a 
considerable number of bands. 


An enterprising lignite colliery, at 
Bodarf, near Cologne, has laid down 
a central generating plant for supply­ 
ing light and power In the district be­ 
tween Cologne and Bonn. 
It was 
found that the fuel was so poor that 
it would hardly pay for transport over 
considerable distances, but it has 
turned out a very valuable asset when 
put to the above purpose, and used at 
tbe pit mouth. 


The magnitude of the electrical busl* 
ness r.nd what is meant by the phrase 
“investment in copper,” which occurs 
so frequently in electrical literature. 
Is disclosed by the statistics of copper 
consumption in tlie electrical industries 
of this country. It Is asserted on good 
authority that during the past year 
170,000,000 pounds of the red metal 
were used for electrical apparatus, 
while the telephone interests require 
about 60,000,000 pounds additional. 


The milky sea, as it Is known to 
mariners, is not yet fully understood. 
It seems to be most common In the 
tropical waters of the Indian Ocean, 
and Is described as weird, ghastly and. 
awe-inspiring, and as giving the ob­ 
server on shipboard the sensation of 
passing through a sort of luminous fog 
In which sea and sky seemed to Join 
and all sense of distance Is lost. The 
phenomenon is probably due to some 
form of phosphorescence. 


A swinging radiator, suitable for 
steam or hot water, is a recent offering 
of an American manufacturer. 
One 
naturally questions the demand for 
such a design, but the actual market­ 
ing of the type in large numbers during 
the past seasons proves that the device 
has a niche of its own to fill. The dis­ 
tinguishing characteristic of the radi­ 
ator Is that It is hung upon a pivot, and 
can be swung back again to the wall 
when not in use, and out Into the room 
when greater heat is desired. 
The 
entire weight of the radiator is'sus­ 
tained by the top wall bracket, the 
working connections at the bottom car­ 
rying practically no weight. The ques­ 
tion of leakage of steam or water at 
tbe Joint has been cared for in tbe 
union in a practical and successful 
manner. As these radiators, according 
to the maker, are in special demand for 
hospital work, they are made as plain 
as possible to reduce to a minimum 
lurking places for dust and Its accom­ 
panying hosts of germs.

A New Wireless System. 


A system of wireless 
telegnraphy, 
which has been operated experiment- 
ally for a short distance and at sea, 
Is about to be -brought forward, ap- 
parently in competition with the Mar- 
coni system. It is the outcome óf the 
Joint labors of Sir Oliver Lodge, prin- 
cipal of the University of Birmingham, 
and Dr. Alexander Muirhead, a well 
known telegraphic expert, and employs 
Professor Lodgers inventions, which 
Marconi and others are using, and also 
one, at least» of Lord Kelvin's inven- 
tions. 
British scientists generally re- 
gard Professor Lodge as the inventor 
of a workable system of ethergnyDhy, 
holding that his inventions first made 
It possible to put to practical use the 
discoveries 
of Professor 
Hertz, al- 
though Professor Lodge refrained for 
years from putting his system for- 
ward, not believing that the results 
obtained 
warranted 
its commercial 
adoption. 
Experts who have seen the 
present Lodge-Muirhead system work- 
ing pronounce it to be more rapid and 
clearer than anything yet exhibited. 
Professor Lodge's new coherer, whicii 
la the Integral feature of the system, 
consists of a small steel disk rotating 
in light contact with a column of mer- 
cury through an oil film. It Is stat- 
ed that the sensitiveness of the coher- 
er is remarkable, as are Its extreme 
simplicity and freedom from derange- 
ment. 
Moreover, It does not require 
a decQherer or relay circuit. It works 
direct upon the Kelvln-Mulrhead si- 
phon recorder, giving, it is said, sig- 
nals almost equal to the best subma- 
rine telegraph work. It is stated that 
the submarine cable companies have 
•o far abandoned the reserved atti- 
tude shown toward othter systems as 
to take a practical 
interest 
in the 
Lodge-Muirhead system. 


Magnets Handle Great Weights. 


T^e Immense steel plates, some of 
which weigh as much as 12 tons, are 
now handled by electro-magnets. The 
form of the magnet Is usually rectang- 
ular, and it presents a flat surface to 
the plates to be lifted. A magnet 
weighing 300 pounds will lift iVa- tons. 
The magnet Is operated by current 
from a dynamo. For the 
heaviest 
plates several of them are used simul- 
taneously. 


Admission System at the Fair. 


A wonderful time-saving admission 
system 
has been 
planned for the 
World's Fair, St. Louis. 
Automatical- 
ly registering turn-stiles will be used 
for the first time at any exposition. 
Each turnstile will be connected by un- 
derground electric wires, with a cor- 
responding dial in a central office. Ev- 
ery admission through a turnstile will 
be registered simultaneously, on the 
dial. The dials in the central office 
will keep a running record of admis- 
sions. giving at any minute of the day 
the exact number of persons that have 
passed through every gate. At night 
an adding machine will cast up the 
totals in less than five minutes.

British scientists generally re­ 
gard Professor Lodge as the inventor 
of a workable system of ethergrachy, 
holding that his inventions first made 
It possible to put to practical use the 
discoveries of Professor Hertz, al­ 
though Professor Lodge refrained for 
years from putting his system for­ 
ward, not believing that the results 
obtained warranted 
its commercial 
adoption. Experts who have seen the 
present Lodge-Mulrhead system worlv- 
log pronounce it to be more rapid and 
clearer than anything yet exhibited. 
Professor Lodge’s new coherer, which 
Is the integral feature of the system, 
consists of a small steel disk rotating 
In light contact with a column of mer­ 
cury through an oil film. It is stat­ 
ed that the sensitiveness of the coher­ 
er is remarkable, as are its extreme 
simplicity aad freedom from derange­ 
ment. Moreover, it does not require 
a decoherer or relay circuit.

POWDERY MILDEW. 


Powdery mildew ordinarily affects 
i young cherry and apple trees. 
It ap- 
pears in v/hlte spots on the leaves; the 
fungus threads 
send 
little suckers 
down in the plants' cells and ab- 
sorb the juices there. Black spores are 
form id later, and these, with their 
thick walls, live safely through the 
winter and germiniiate in the spring. 
The disease defoliates young trees and 
robs older ones of much nourishment. 
Burning the leaves in the spring is an 
pffoctive preventive. Finely powdered 
sulphur dusted over the diseased parts 
of a tree kills the fungus, and potas- 
sium sulphide solution—one-half ounce 
to a gallon of water—is nearly as ef* 
Cective.—The Cultivator.

The Impression has prevailed for 
many years that the beautiful pheas- 
ants of the old world would not thrive 
In a v.mall place, and that It was dlffl- 
cult In this country to breed them even 
on a large estate, but in recent years 
this theory has been disproved. Pheas- 
ants of the most beautiful type have 
been raised on village lots with scarce- 
ly any of the natural environments 
which formerly were considered essen- 
tial to their welfare. 


In starting a pheasantry on a coun- 
try place only the breeds which have 
proved that thoy can bo easily reared 
should bo purchased at first. A pheas- 
antry must be supplied with outdoor 
and Indoor quarters for the birds. A 
yard forty by fifty feet for a pair of 
the birds and a warm house fifteen feet 
squnre should be ample, although the 
larger the roaming ground the better 
the birds will enjoy it. 
The outdoor 
inclosure must have a fence ten to 
twenty feet in height to prevent the 
birds from hopping over It, and a top 
covering of wire should be provided 
as a precaution. 


Many of the ordinary varieties of 
pheasants are no more difficult to raise 
than fancy breeds of chickens. 
Their 
quarters are about the same and their 
food not much different. 
A home 
pheasantry and pigeon loft combined 
furnish 
greater amount of profit 
and pleasure than where either one is 
built separately. Tl>e upper part of the 
house for the winter quarters should 
be built with pigeon lofts where only 
the fancy pigeons are kept. 


Tlie combination of the two In near- 
by but separate inclosures yields no 
end of gratification. The pigeons often 
will fly through the wires of the pheas- 
antry and invade the quarters of the 
beautiful wild fowls, but neither will 
In any way interfere with or Injure 
the other. 
Their nesting and indoor 
winter quarters, however, must be 
partitioned off, so that they can never 
disturb each other's peaceful home 
life.—Chicago Record-Herald. 


•traat Signboards. 


France le^da In the matter of artistl« 
street signs. 
In Belgium posters and 
advertising signboards may be dis- 
played at only such places in a city 
as are designated by the mayor or 
board of aldermen. 
Signs are subjeot 
to a state stamp tax, which varies ac- 
cording to the amount of surface of 
the sign, The minimum tax amounta 
to one cent for a space 20H inches by 
13^ inches In dimensions, and for 
every two inches square of space an 
additional tax of one-fifth of a cent 
Is added. In 1S99 Belgium's revenue 
from this source amounted to $70,:> 
It has been suggested that a tax like 
this might not be sutflcient to check 
the sign evil In America. 
To over- 
come this It is proposed that tiie tax 
should be graduated, a low rate on 
small posters, the rate per square foot 
increasing in such ratio with the area 
of the space occupied that the great 
monstrosities would become too cost- 
ly to be profitable. The effect of the 
tax in Franco and Belgium has been 
to arouse a contest for beautiful and 
artistic effects in signs, thus improv- 
ing groatly the appearance of the city's 
streets and buildings. 
In France the 
populace will tear down an ugly sign 
out of pure hatred for that which is In- 
artistic. 
It has been sugRosted that 
in the United States the artistic sense 
has not yet been so strongly dovel- 
oped. 


Electric Power at Niagara Falls. 


The original development of 50,000 
horse power on the American side of 
Niagara Falls is soon to be supple» 
mented by an equal amount on the 
Canadian 
shore 
during the coming 
year, and contracts are already signed 
which contemplate a total of not less 
than 110,000 in units of 10,000 horse 
power each. 
It is, in fact, expected 
that about 350.000 horse power will 
soon be supplied, and the rental Is ea* 
tlmated at about 17,000,000 annually. 
Within 10 years it is prophesied that 
1,000.000 horse power, at least, will be 
furnished by Niagara Falls. The most 
careful measurements fail to indicate 
any effect on 
the Falls themselves 
when the power is now turned on or 
off. 


AN ENEMY OF THE CHERRY. 
Frequently the black cherry tree lice 
so completely cover, distort and smear 
with excrement the cherry leaves that 
they are disgusting to behold; they 
not only stop the growth of the tree, 
but take much of the nourishment that 
should go to the fruit while maturing. 
As with all plant lice, they winter in 
the egg stage, hatching early in the 
season into females which soon com- 
mence to produce young, and by the 
time cherries are ripe wo have several 
generations, each of which is pro- 
ducing young each day. 
About July 
the lice disappear to the roots or to 
other plants. In the fall winged males 
and females are produced and the fe- 
males return to the cherry trees, there 
depositing their eggs around the buds. 


Remedy.—If 
kerosene emulsion Is 
used on the lice before thoy roll and 
knot the leaves around themselves, 
they can be very easily killed,, but 
when protected by the leaves it Is dif- 
ficult to reach them with any remedy.— 
National Fruit Grower.

at It. 
Mr. Campbell has raised 142 
bushels of potatoes an acre where the 
crops of his neighbors were failures.

^ ImportAUc« of Aocurate Watohest 


"That time is money is an old adage, 
but it has been brought strictly up 
to date by the railroad men, wiio say 
that time is 'life and money,'" said a 
jeweler of Boston at the New Williard. 
"I do a large railroad trade in watches, 
and from statistics kept it is shown 
that since 1898 the railroad wrecks 
have been reduced one-third because 
the men were equipped with accurate 
timepieces. 
In other words, one-third 
of the wi'ecks before 1898 were caused 
by variation in the time of watches 
carried by the different men in the ser- 
vice of the companies. Under the sys- 
tem now in force on practically every 
railroad in the country the engineer, 
the train crew, including the brake- 
man, baggageman and 
flagman, 
as 
well as the train dispatchers and train 
masters, must be provided Qne and all 
with watches that will not vary thirty 
seconds from standard time. 
Every 
week every man in the service carrying 
a watch must have it 'inspected In or- 
der that it may be known that it is ac- 
curate and Jn good condition, under 
penalty of discharge."— Washington 
Star.

EARLY TOMATOES.

The 
best varieties aro the late ones, thou$;h 
seedsmen are now offering new varie­ 
ties that aro somewhat early, as well 
as being much improved in quality. 
Every garden should have a few to­ 
mato plants. 


PLANT SOME SWEET PEAS. 
If only one flow’erlng plant la grown 
the' one to choose is the sweet pea. It 
is easily grown, gives plenty of flowers 
for 'A long time, and la as gay and 
cheerful as a flock of humming birds. 
Sow as early as common peas and treat 
in the same way, except that wire net­ 
ting is more neat and satisfactory than 
brush. If brush is used, sow the seed 
in small clumps and set the brush 
around it, growing half a dozen plants 
to the clump. 
With mixed varieties 
this plan gives a beautiful effect. 


SAVING FRUIT TREES. 
In some parts of the West box Irri­ 
gation is practical as a cheap method 
of saving fruit trees, vines and gardens 
from drought. The boxes are made of 
rough plonks, usually about six inches 
in length, and inserted in holes a foot 
or more in depth, a few inches from 
the tree or plants to be Irrigated. Wa­ 
ter is filled in the boxes and left to find 
Its Avay to tho roots. This places the 
water where it will do the most good, 
precludes the possibility of waste, and 
overcomes the objections to surface 
irrigation. 


POWDERY M ILDEW . 
Powdery mildew ordinarily affects 
young cherry and apple trees. It ap­ 
pears in v«-hite spots on the leaves; the 
fungus threads send little suckers 
down in the plants’ cells and ab­ 
sorb the juices there. Black spores are 
form-id later, and these, with their 
thick walLs, live safely through tho 
winter and germlnuate in the spring. 
The disease defoliates young trees and 
robs older ones of much nourishment. 
Burning the leaves in the spring is an 
pffoctive preventive. Finely powdered 
sulphur dusted over the diseased parts 
of a tree kills the fungus, and potas­ 
sium sulphide solution—one-half ounce 
to a gallon of water—is nearly as ef­ 
fective.—The Cultivator. 


AN ENEMY OF THE CHERRY. 
Frequently the black cherry tree lice 
so completely cover, distort and smear 
with excrement the cherry leaves that 
they are disgusting to behold; they 
not only stop the growth of the tree, 
but take much of the nourishment that 
should go to the fruit while maturing. 
As with all plant lice, they winter in 
the egg stage, hatching early in the 
season into females which soon com­ 
mence to produce young, and by the 
time cherries are ripe wo have several 
generations, eacli of which Is pro­ 
ducing young each day. 
About July 
the lice disappear to the roots or to 
other plants. In the fall winged males 
and females are produced and the fe­ 
males return to the cherry trees, there 
depositing their eggs around tho buds. 
Remedy,—If kerosene emul.sion is 
used on the lice before they roll and 
knot the leaves around themselves, 
they can be very easily killed, but 
when protected by the leaves it Is dif­ 
ficult to reach them with any remedy,— 
National Fruit Grower.

HOW TO START A PHEASANTRY»* 


niwM Pretty BIrdt C«m B* KnUed 1» 
Sm»ll PliMM. 
The Impression has prevailed for 
many years that the beautiful pheas­ 
ants of the old world would not thrive 
In a ‘„mall place, and that it was diffi­ 
cult In this country to breed them even 
on a large estate, but in reccnt years 
this theory has been disproved. Pheas­ 
ants of the most beautiful type have 
been raised on village lots with scarce­ 
ly any of the natural environments 
which formerly were considered essen­ 
tial to their welfare. 
In starting a pheasantry on a coun­ 
try place only the breeds which hav« 
proved that they can be easily reared 
should be purchased at first. A pheas­ 
antry must be supplied with outdoor 
and indoor quarters for the birds. A 
yard forty by fifty feet for a pair of 
the birds and a warm house fifteen feet 
square should be ample, although tho 
larger the roaming ground the better 
the birds will enjoy It. The outdoor 
inclosure must have a fenco ten to 
twenty feet In height to prevent the 
birds from hopping over it, and a top 
covering of wire should be provided 
as a precaution. 
Many of the ordinary varieties of 
pheasants are no more difficult to raise 
than fancy breeds of chickens. Their 
quarters are about the same and their 
food not much different. 
A home 
pheasantry and pigeon loft combined 
furnish 
greater amount of profit 
and pleasure than where either one Is 
built separately. Tlie upper part of the 
house for the winter quarters should 
be built with pigeon lofts where only 
the fancy pigeons are kept. 
The combination of the two in near­ 
by but separate iuclosures yields no 
end of gratification. The pigeons often 
will fly through the wires of the pheas­ 
antry and invade the quarters of the 
beautiful wild fowls, but neither will 
In any way interfere with or Injure 
the other. 
Their nesting and indoor 
•winter quarters, however, must be 
partitioned off, so that they can never 
disturb each other’s peaceful home 
life,—Chlcogo Record-Herald, 


PaahlDf; Back the Beiert. 
In the nineties a wave of population 
flowed westward over the great plains 
of the Missouri Valley. It was com­ 
posed of farmers *:>'ho tried to raise 
crops by natural rainfall In the old- 
fashioned way. 
The attempt "was a 
failure west of the middle of Kansas, 
Nebraska and the Dakotas, and tho 
wave receded, leaving ruin In Us track. 
Now, as Mr. Charles Moreau Herger 
shows in the Review of Reviews, there 
Is a hopeful attempt to push back the 
arid line by scientific methods. 
Of 
course irrigation will permanently con­ 
quer the desert, but oven without Irri­ 
gation it has been shown that new 
methods of cultivation will turn a semi- 
arid into a productive region, 
A South Dakota farmer, Mr, H. W. 
Campbell, has introduced the plan of 
very deep plowing, packing the bottom 
of the furrow •n’ith specially construct- 
ed implements and tlioroughly cultl' 
vating the surface. In this way the 
moisture that falls is preserved Just 
where the roots of the plant can get 
at it. 
Mr. Campbell has raised 142 
bushels of potatoes an acre where the 
crops of his neighbors "were failures. 
There are certain crops, moreover, 
such as alfalfa, gorghum and Kaffir 
corn, wlilch do not require much rain­ 
fall. By the use of these and the new 
methods of cultivation this arid land la 
being steadily pushed back, and every 
mile it recedes means the addition of 
640,000 acres to the fertile land of the 
.West.

^ Tm porianc« o f A oour»te \V»tobM . 
“That time is money is an old adage, 
but it has been brought strictly up 
to date by the railroad men, w^ho say 
that time is ‘life and money,’ ” said a 
Jeweler of Boston at the New Wllliard. 
“I do a large railroad trade in watches, 
and from statistics kept it is shown 
that since 1898 the railroad wrecks 
have been reduced one-third because 
the men were equipped with accurate 
timepieces. In other w'ords, one-third 
of the •wrecks before 1898 were caused 
by variation In the time of watches 
carried by the different men in the ser­ 
vice of the companies. Under the sys­ 
tem now in force on practically every 
railroad In tho country the engineer, 
the train crew. Including the brake- 
man, baggageman and flagman, as 
well as the train dispatchers and train 
masters, must be provided one and all 
with watches that will not vary thirty 
seconds from standard time. 
Every 
week every man In the service carrying 
a watch must have it ‘inspected in or­ 
der that it may be known that it is ac­ 
curate and In good condition, under 
penalty of discharge."— Washington 
Star. 


Street Signboards. 
Prance leads In the matter of artlsti« 
street signs. In Belgium posters and 
advertising signboards may be dis­ 
played at only such places In a city 
as are designated by tho mayor or 
board of aldermen. Signs are subject 
to a state stamp tax, •which varies ac­ 
cording to the amount of surface of 
the sign, The minimum tax amounta 
to one cent for a space 20H inchee by 
13^4 inchos in dimensions, and for 
every two inches square of spaco an 
additional tax of one-flfth of a cent 
Is added. In 1S99 BelgJum's revenue 
from this source amounted to $70,:i 
It has been suggested that a tax like 
tills might not be sufficient to check 
the sign evil In America. To over­ 
come this it is proposed that tJie tax 
should be graduated, a low rato on 
small posters, ihe rate por square foot 
Increasing In such ratio with the area 
of the spaco occupied that the great 
monstros4tles ■would become too cost­ 
ly to be profitable. The effect of the 
tax in Franco and Belgium has been 
to arouse a contest for boautlful and 
artistic effects in signs, thus improv­ 
ing groatly the appearance of the city’s 
streets and buildings. In Prance the 
populace will tear down an ugly sign 
out of pure hatred for that which is in­ 
artistic. It has been suggested that 
in the United States the artistic sense 
has not yet been so strongly devel­ 
oped. 


Electric Power at Niagara Falls. 
The original development of 50,000 
horse power on the American side of 
Niagara Falls is soon to be supple­ 
mented by an equal amount on the 
Canadian shore 
during the coming 
year, and contracts are already signed 
which contemplate a total of not less 
than 110,000 in units of 10,000 horse 
power each. It la, in fact, expected 
that about 350.000 horse power will 
soon be supplied, and the rental la es­ 
timated at about |7,000,000 annually. 
Within 10 years It la prophesied that 
1,000,000 horse power, at least, will be 
furnished by Niagara Falls. T4ie most 
careful measurements fail to indicate 
any effect on the Falls themselves 
when the power la now turned on or 
off.
